At a Geaerai Meeting of the FHends ef 
the Abolition of the Slave Trade, held 
at Freemasons' Hall, on the 17th June, 
1014. His Royid Highness the' Duke 
(if Gloucester in the Chair. 

It was resolved unanimously; 1. That 
this meeting has seen, with the deepest 
regret and di&ap pointment, that in the 
recent treaty of p«aee with France, no 
stipitUtioB haa k«eD made for the imme-

diate abolition of the Afritan Slav« Trade., 
a trade avowefdly repugf»ant to every 
moral *nd religious princi/)e, but that, 
on the contrary, a provision is contained 
in it, the conseqaence of whicl^ mOst be 
its revival on a large scale, and to att 
indefinifSf gxtem. 

2. That this revival i^ attended with 
circumstances of peculiar ajflfrai/atiou ; 

treat and populous colonies, in which, 
uring the last »evHi years, the impor- 
tatidn of Slaves has been strictly prohi- 
bited, and has even been made highfy 
penal, having be?n freely ceded to France, 
not only without any stipulation for the 
continuance of that prohibition j but with 
the declared purpose, on the part oT 
that country, of commencing a new Slave 
Trade for their supply, and thus a sys- 
tem of robbery and murder, which had 
for many years been practically extinct, 
is now to be renewed at the vciy mo ■ 
ment when France has been manifestly 
and signally favoured by Ditine Provi- 
dence; and (he restoration of that coun- 
try of the blessings and enjoyments of 
peacej is to bfe the signal for bringing 
all the evils and miseries of a continuea 
warfare on the unoffending inhabitants of 
the African Continent. 

S. That the revival of the French Slave 
Trade, and the unconditional restQratioa 
to France of her African fort& and fac- 
toiies, must eXcite peculiar regret^ by 
disappointing the hopes which we had 
been led to indulge of the improvement 
and civilization of a district of ISOO 
miles extent, in which those possessions 
are situated, a district in which the Slave- 
Trade having been nearly suppressed, 
the consequent Introduction of cultiva- 
tion, and of a legitimate commerce, had 
begun to make some compensation for the 
miseries formerly inflicted. 

4. That since the Abolition of the 
Slave Trade by Great Britain^ the legi- 
timate couiinerce of Africa had mate- 
rially increased, and was rapidly aug- 
menting to an extent which promised im- 
portant advantages to both countries, and 
that this interc(>ur$e, already become $0 
beneficial and so consolatory in its pros, 
pects, is exposed to immediate injury and 
to eventual destruction, by the revival of 
that inhuman traffic which has so long 
retained that ill-fated coast in a state of 
barbarism and desolation. 

5. That this meeting cannot but la- 
ment that the recoRiiitioB in the ti«aty of 
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the radical injustice of the African Sl:ive 
Traclff, siioulil b:; followcti by a provision 
for its revival; nad tlioujvli i(i:\t provision 
ia accnmpaiiicd li)' tlie declaraticja of a^i 
intention to abolisli tiie Trade in Sl;ivcs 
after iive fei*rs, yet wc cannot conceal 
jrum inir.ielvo3 tliat vafioifs and extenSiTc- 
interests wi!! be created, wKiclj, at the 
end (if. tlie specified term, will present 
new and alarniing oU-it.icles to tlie fuUiU 
ment of that declured inceutiun. 

G. That it appears to this itieetin|i; that 
the stroiij; disposition t'j favour the fi! ive 
Trade which is stated to ]>revai? in rnnice, 
at 3 tin'iC when there is so high i. profeo- 
lion of reverence for the authority, and 
in increased attention to th^' iustitutioris of 
Religion, probably arises, froiri ignorance 
of the true nature and effects of the Slave 
Trade ; and thalc thei-efore the friends of 
this cause be requested to use their ut- 
most endeavours, as well in France, as 
in all oii>er countries where that trade 
still subsists, 11) dilT.ise authentic infor- 
mation, and ciciti just sentiments and 
feelings on this great subject. 

7. Tliat this meeting is deeply impress- 
ed with the increased necessity of imme- 
diately adopting- such measures in Parlia- 
ment.;' as may be best calcivhited to prevent 
the evasion or infraction of the abolition 
laws of Great Britain, by the clandeatini 
importation of Slaves, front the neigh- 
bourincj French Colonies into' ooi" ownr 
or by t'le er.iployment of British' capital 
?n this nefarious trallie. 

S. That tin's meciina: strongly feeJs that 
tf the conduct of Griat Britain h.is con- 
tributed in any deirres to the peace and 
independence of Europe, she may hope 
to plead with success the caSse of AftrJa, 
especially with Sovereigns not more dts- 
tingOished by their elevale'fl rank, than by 
the declared revefence for the oblijiitions 
of religion. 

9. That in the negotiations which are 
still depending- with other states, we 
should endeavour to secure, all that under 
the existing circumstances cati be effected 
*or mitig-ating the v,'rongS and miseries of 
Africa. R'lore particularly in pursuance 
of this principle, that no culaiiy yet re- 
niainiiij^ in the possession of' <jreaT Bri- 
tain, whereia slavery exists, should be 
ceded to any other pov.'er, without re- 
quiring aa express siipulatiiiiy for relir>- 
quishing the Slave Trade unmediately and' 
Jor ever. Also, that at the approscbing 
tongress every eiFort should lip used to 
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inditce those powers, v»'hich will not con* 
Dent to an absolute abandonment of the 
Trade, tn iinpoke on it additional limit- 
ations and restraints, so long as it shall 
be p'<;rni;ttcd to cotniriue. 

10. That on these general grounds this 
rteetinij itiost anstiously inipiore.s all ihoso 
i'n the Goveuiment, in Parliaaieat, and 
in the coitiury at large, who are frienda 
to this great caiise, tvi make in their res- 
pective spheres, every possible exertion to 
carry tli;; viev^s ut this lu'eetinjf into cotn« 
pletc- elF.ct. 

11. That a petition be p'resented to 
both Houses of Parlianieut grounded oa 
those resolutions, prayinjj them to adopt 
such measures as' to their v.'isdoin shall 
seem meet for obviating the various evils 
v/hicli liuve been spectiied. 

1'-'. That this m'eetin;f rcj-pectfully re-. 
quest his Royal Highness the Duke of 
Gioileester to present the p.?iitio'i to th'a 
House of Lords, and Mr. \v;il-.erri..rce to 
present that to the House of C.j.;iiv."is. 

\''£. rhat ther.iost cordial tiianks of this 
irreeting- be respectfu'lly presented to his 
Roy.il H'g'niess the Duke of C'h)nCe3ter 
for hi> conduct in the chair this day, and 
for the abl'! air.l zciliuis s'upport he has 
umformly give-i' to this great ■ ame.

the objects of the above liesoluiions.
